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ime. On 29 April 1952, 20 MiGelSs, 2 Yake-lls and 1 5-25 were counted at Srandis 
airfiold. On 3 May, the red numbers 350, 302, 285, and 005 were observed on four 
MiG-15s, which were probably an alert flight. The’ crews, wearing flying suits, 
were near the planes, On the same day, the red numbers 333 Y, 917 ¥, 383, 
953 and 020 were identified on five other planes. 


2. On several. days between 22 April and 10 ae iHG~15s practiced pees th flights 
at a sleeve target which was towed br a 225 at an altitude of about 2,000 meters. 
The 725 was stationed at the field. On ie day, two Yalkells flew throtigh the 
clouds apparently in \.-l) direction as was inferrec fron the noise of the engines. 
The ground visibility was limited tc 1 or 2 la. ‘There was a 10/10 overcast at 
an altitude of 150 to 2095 meters. The planes apparently practiced blind flying. 

‘When the landings were made the ceiling was slightly open, The MiG-lSs were 
usually in the air during cood weather; the Yak-lls were aloft in both good 
and bad weather, 


3. Flying activity observed at the field in early 1952 lec to the assumption that 
the pilots were beginners since they descended at a distance of ); to 5 km from 
the field and approached the field using their engines. Recently, the Landing 
procedure has impreved 3; the planes cane in 2 steep glide. The way in which 
the formations assembled anc broke up indicated good training, Approach flights 
were tiade at. the southern edse of he field, The planes dived at the target. 
at an angle cf up to hS degrees and oulled out of dive at an altitude of about 
200 maters. 


he Ten to 12 289-155 had auxiliary fuel tanks, These auxiliary fuel tanks which 
had no stabilizing fins pvrojected slightly beyond the leading edze of the wings25X1 
So far it hag not been cbserved that auxiliary fuel tanks were dropped. 
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
